Evans, was also a total toss. No in-

During the progress of the fire a siz- 
Zling noise, followed by a loud explo- 
sion, was heard by several police offi- 
cers, who were at the fire. Several pér- 
sons were questioned by the officers’ in 
an attempt to learn the cause of the ex- 
plosion, and while a numer admitted 
hearing a noise like that produced by 
escagpag steam and later a loud report 
no,.one appeared to know of any ex- 
plosives being stored in the houses, or of 
any reason Why any one should at- 
tempt to set fire or blow up the houses.

PARK WOODWARD ANSWERS 
CARD OF JIM WOODWARD 


Yesterday a statement from James 
Woodward, former mayor of the city, 
was printed in an Atlanta newspaper, 


in which he declared that the general 
manager of the waterworks department, 
Park Woodward, was at fault for the 
recent muddy water, that Mr. Woodward 
is totally incompetent to hold his posi- 
tion, and that ,there was all necessary 
evidence of this fact in 1900, when both 
of the pumps at the reservoir were dis- 
abled, and the Gate City was without 
water for twenty-four hours. 

In aswer to that carg The Constitu- 
tion has received the following commu- 
nication from Park Woodward, manager 
of the waterworks department: 

Editor. Constitut:.77: $%In a card pubiished 
in an ofternoon paper of the 2Ist, ex-Mayor 
J. G. Woodward makes the charge that the 
general manager of the waterworks is alone 
responsible for thé recent conditicn in our 
system, and cites as evidence of his in- 
competency the accident to the pumping 
engines at the Hemphill pumping station in 
July, 1900. That matter was egone into 
fully by a citizens’ committee and compe- 
tent hydraulic engineer, and @f I had been 
responsidle or in anv way to blame it would 
have developed then. On the contrary, it 
turned sur that in i899 I had called atten- 
tion to the conditions at this station, and 
the excessive pressure carried on the engines 
necessary to furnish domestic and fire pres 
sure and the Hahi'ity of accident, and sug- 
gested that a larger pump be installed. 

Jim Woodward was mayor at that time 
and exofficlo member of the water board, 
and yet he took no action in the matter. 

In July, 1900, the year following this 
recomme@ia tion of mine, an accident did 
oceur, and both egines broke. As a resuli, 
the city was out =f water for twenty-four 
hours. A citizens’ committee was appointed 
to loo® into the cerdition of the daterworiks,

SEVERAL POWERS INVOLVED 


Venesuela Insists on. Repudiating 
the Awards of the Arbitrators 
in Two Cases, From Which 
Serious Trouble May 
Arise. 


Washington, July 2i.—interesting 
developments are promised in the near 
future in connection with the settle- 
ment of the indebtedness of Venezuela 
to what are known as the “non-pre- 
ferred powers under The Hague ar- 
bitration of 1903. On the first of the 
present month, President Castro paid 
the last installment of the judgments 
Sesessed by the Hague tribunal in 
favor of “the preferred” or blockading 
powers,” meaning Great KHritain, Ger- 
many and Italy. 

Term-« of Settlement. 

Inder the terms of the arbitration, 
the claims of the other powers party 
to the case, America, France, Spain, 
Belgium, The Netherlands, Sweden and 
Norway and Mexico, are to be dis- 
eharged by a series of payments based 
on the segregation of 30 per cent of 
the customs receipts of the ports of 
La Guayon and Puerto Cabello. But 
advices have been received that Vene- 
zuela insists on repudiating the 
awards of the arbitrators, in two 
cases, from which serious trouble may 
arise. These are, first, the claim of 
the General Company of Caracas (a 
Belgium corporation, operating the 
waterworks), and, second, the Marti- 
neg claim, preferred by Mexico, in 
both cases the Venezuelan protest be- 
ing based on the allegation that the 
judgments were excessive. 

The danger in the situation is that 
an admission of the Venezuelan 
claim would be an opening wedge for 
ihe repudiation of all of the awards, 
and constitute a heavy blow at the 
whole principle of settlement by arbi- 
traiion of pecuniary claims. 

United States Seeks Arbitration. 

Meanwhile. America is rather turn- 
ing to her own account, the Venezue- 
lan effort to re-open the arbitrations 
by seeking to have adjusted by arbi- 
tration the claim of the Crinoco Steam 
Navigation Company, an American 
coneern, whose concession was shared 
by President Castro, although’ the 
Venezuelan claims treaty of February 
17. 1903, in its second article express- 
edly provided that all claims to be 
considered by the arbitrators should 
he submitted within thirty days from 
their first .meeting. 

Tt was the intention of the Hague 
tribunal that these “*non-preferred” 
claims should be settled pro rata, but 
much doubt is entertained as to the 
eourse that Venezuela will elect to 
pursue when the first payments be- 
come due. and already there are ru- 
mors that coneerted action will be 
necessary on the part of the claim- 
ant powers to secure the execution of 
the judgments.

Every 
day, without their knowing it, this man 
or that, this woman or that, in a great 
city, being accidentally receptive, re- 
ceives from some mere acquaintance, or 
a person, even, seen but once, unknown, 
or an event, a similar undoing of a 
“crease.’’ 

We say folks change. Yes, yes, they 
change. Some day man will learn how 
to change them—and humanity will no 
longer be astonishedly dependent on rare 
individuals like the forceful old man of 
the Quartier St. Antoine.

I submit to you, my fellow citizens, 
that a legislative enactment which is 
contrary to the constitution is not the 
expression of the popular will. Under 
our system of government the popular 
will cannot and ought not express itse!f 
except by constitutional methods. Other- 


caprice of the people—the undigested re- 
sult of successful agitation—that would 
be our law in the place of our constitu- 
tion. The great voice of the American 
people insists that the constitution shall 
be preserved, and what the constitution 
declares to be a right, either of person 
Or property, is the real expression of the 
popular will. No man should be sub- 
ject to censure for accepting the constl- 
tution as a declaration of the potential 
voice of the people and as the expres- 
sion of their real will and purpose, and 
no man and no interest should be de- 
nounced for asking at the hands of the 
courts of the country the protection to 
which the constitution entitles them. 


There may, at times, arise a doubt 
as. to the constitutionality of a legis- 
lative enactment, and when it is an 
honest doubt, nobody has any objec- 
tion to the application of the judicial 
test.

PERRY MAKES ADDRESS 
AT Y. M. C. A. BUILDING 


Hon. H. H. Perry, of Hall county, was 
the Speaker at the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian Association yesterday afternoon 
and delivered a Masterful address upon 
the subject ‘“‘The Happy Warrior.’’ Mr. 
Perry took the position that the gentler 
virtues of the Christian religion have

“The true man @s a born fighter. The 
combative spirit is one of the deep-root- 
ed instincts of his nature. When this 
instinct is atrophied, when the man be- 
comes so tamed that he is a purely 
passive being, he ceases to be a man. 

“The world has long entertained a 
wrong conception of the character of 
Jesus Christ. He has been presented in 
the aspect of one who was infinitely 
tender and loving until we have almost 
lost sight of the positive aggressive side 
of his nature; therefore we have missed 
the stimulating ideal that a true ap- 
preciation of his character cannot fai] 
to bring. It were well that we bear in 
mind that when occasion demanded he 
was a very god of war. Recall the ve- 
hemence with which he drove the 
money changers from the sacred pre- 
cincts of the temple, how he dared to 
condemn in unsvaring invective the 
Pharisees and Scribes, the most power- 
ful classes in his nation, who eventually 
demonstrated their power in his cruci- 
fixion,

(From The Chicago Inter-Ocean.) 

Dr. William <A. Evans, Chicago’s com- 
missioner of. health, returned yeste:day alter 
a two weeks’ trip of inspection in the east, 
and a close study of the situation at Wash- 
ington sent him back to Chicago convinced 
of the desirability of being a hog and thereby 
getting the best of it. He reports that all] 
is well with the.young hogs. The doctor is 
not so sure that all is well with the young 
children, because while in Washington he 
made the curious discovery that in spite of 
the president's well known predilection in 
favor of little children, the national 
ment pays considerably more attention to the 
diseases of hogs than to the allments of 
human beings. 

While Dr. Evans 
desirability of keeping 
of pigs in the very highest state of health 
and happiness, he yesterday expressed the 
opinion that a sjmilar appreciation of the 
requirements of a farmer’s family ag well 
as his stock would not he out of the way. 

‘The diseases of human beings appear to 
be a secondary consideration,’’ said Dr. 
Evans tast evening. ‘‘The government spends 
more on the bacteriology of hogs in one year 
than {t does of the bacteriology or man in 
twenty-five years. I can see no reason why 
there should be one sick hog in 
States today, and if there 
that an hourly builetin of his condition is on 
file somewhere at Washington.

They nave a marine hospital. but 
that {s only a drop in the bucket as com- 
pared with the snlendtd efforts put forth on 
behalf of the pigs.

DEATH IS NOT DIFFICULT 


FOR THE AVERAGE PERSON 


By EDWARD H. 


MONG the more remarkable sen- 
A Sations of existence, perhaps the 

most interesting during its first 
moments, while the shock is fairly 
fresh, is that of being condemned to 
death. 

It makes little difference whether 
the condemnation is pronounced em- 
phatically, even rudely, by a judge in 
a black cap, while you stand alone 
behind a little railing, or very kindly 
in a great physician’s consulting room 
with a friend’s hand on yours; the 
emotions a moment or two after- 
wards, whether in a prison cell or 
driving home in a hansom, are tmuch 
the same. I went to sit the other 
day with a man on whom one of these 
judges—I forget which, and really, 
as 1 say, it does not matter—had just 
Pronounced his condemnation. We 
were good friends and he talked 
freely, gratifying me greatly by con- 
several theories of mine on 
subject. 

A a certain age—my friend was with- 
in a few months of forty, and had 
therefore reached this age—the aver- 
age, healthy-minded Englishman has 
no very overwhelming terror of death. 
The “savoir vivre” of the educated 
man of the world includes knowing 
how to die, Such a person has 
“lived,” been passionately happy, and 
seen other people happy, § suffered 
fearfully, and seen others suffer, stood 
at deathbeds and been present half a 
fozen times at scenes of much worse 
misery.

Death’s Place in Nature’s Scheme. 


ie has discovered that death is not 
only inevitable for other people, but 
must also come to himself; and he has 
gained a certain sense of proportion, 
showing him more or less the true 
position of death in nature’s scheme of 
retribution and _ suffering. It does 
not, he perceives, hold the worst 
It is objectionable to be hustled 
out of the world at a moment indi- 
cated by a black-capped judge or a 
doctor, without any regard to your 
own plans for business or pleasure, 
and possibly before you have had 
enough fun; but that would have been 
the case at any time. Satiety, with 
its consequent resignation to an in- 
evitable end, rarely comes to. the 
healthy-minded man. 

T am afraid that from the theological 
point of view mv friend’s discourse was 
not all that it should have been. It is 
a popular and perfectly proper theory 
among preachers of all denominations 
that there can be no more bitter death- 
bed reflections than those of a man who 
has spent all life trying to enjoy him- 
self. My friend seetned merely to take 
an unholy pleasure in the fact that he 
had succeeded in enjoying himself. 

To some minds, you see, all past gain 
is a blur, and only pleasure lives on— 
every pleasure, little or great—the first 
vision of spring flowers, the success of 
a book which you have loved writing, 
the first sight of tropical seas. the soft 
touch of a little child’s hand who comes 
near to you unasked, and tells you with 
her eyes that she loves you. To others 
every ache and disanpointment of the 
past lives morbidly on. and is multiplied 
by ten every year. It is a matter of 
constitution, I suppose: and it was only 
an accident of my friend’s nature that 
his memory Was of nothing but sun- 
Shine. Het 2S no more credit for the 
fact than #takes discredit for the 
Shape of his nose, which is pointed and 
IpeakKy, or the color ot his eyes, which is 
washy. In truth, this state of mind is 
rather a disadvantage; one year’s ex- 
perience of debts, duns, false friends, 
and the pangs of gout leaves no profita- 
Dle lessons tor the next. 

“Do You Remember?” 

So the talk now wandered idly to and 
fro in memory’s most glowing sunlight; 
and fear had no place in it, nor regrets, 
nor bitterness, nor even much anxiety 
about the future. I hope my friend's 
theological position Was more correct 
than it sounded; he referred once to the 
matter, and seemed to regard the ex- 
ploration of another world in very much 
the same light as an Antarctic expedi- 
tion. Then we began a long series of 
questions, each asking, ““‘Do you remem-

ber?” “Have you still got that” pro- 
gram, menu, race-card? with a dozen 
other old souvenirs. It was all very 
unseemly; and the fire burned cheerfully, 
and tea was brought in, with heaps of 
muffins, and hansoms clacked up and 
down the road, while the shaded elec- 
tric iighits fel! on books, on invitation 
cards, on the telephone, on old consola- 
tory family portraits of men and women 
whose hearts, too, had once loved this 
gay whirl of life, and are now in a little 
dust quiescent. 

Presently, of course, we came to 
oldest. tale of all; it had begun in 
case with disaster, though at last, 
as such tales sometimes wiii, it had 
ended happily. And I, knowing nothing 
of such things, perceived, to my sur- 
prise, that it was in tmts history, alone 
of all the histories of life, tnat every 
moment of pain and joy had alike scor- 
ed. great deep marks on this idlest, most 
optimistic memory. The man’s. voice 
became a strained murmur, nats hands 
went to his face even now in tremulous 
pain when he talked of the days follow- 
ing a certain winter afternoon when 
the young person told him—and 1 gather, 
made it very clear indeed—that she did 
not care for him a rap. He nag thought 
himself quite safe and sure, it appeared, 
and the shock was rather dreadful; the 
world was lost in a mist of horrible 
pain; for long months all life, and the 
passion and joy of it, went ebbing away 
in slow, sullen. retreat, in dreadful 
heartbreaking throbs; while a 1: n stood 
on the shore, lonely, infinitely sorrowful, 
with tragic eyes, and nerves quivering 
under every touch as if it were a red- 
hot needle thrust into his brain. 

But then, again, over the nre, con- 
demned to death, the man told me once 
more of the seque] to this story, of the 
“happy ending;” and I, the neophyte, 
the uninitiated, saw in a great flash of 
light, for one rather awed moment, the 
great truth tha; all death and sorrow, 
all ambition, honor, suceess and delight, 
are as the idle tears and laughter of a 
babe, compared to the joy which may be 
when love comes. 

The Light of Eternity. 

And it came-to him at last: heaven 
was merciful at last; some all-seeing 
omnipotent pity looked down in the end 
on this torture which had stretched just 
a little beyond what mortal nerves could 
endure. I do not quite know what hap- 
rened. Who tell when and why a 
snowdrop suddenly shines out white amid 
th edark winter greenery, a June 
rosebud unfolds its petals, or a night 
cloud drifts away to let a cluster of 
Stars gleam out radiant, far off, pin- 
points of the inconveivable light of 
heaven Only * * one spring morn- 
ing the verdict of the winter afternoon, 
for some reason of other, was reversed;

unknown fashion in the soul of a child 
who had not dreamt of it before; all 
heaven was opened above this new 
strange flower as the man stooped to 
touch it, and the light which touched 
them both was the light of eternity.

So, as we talked on, 1 gathered fresh 
faith in my comfortwble theory that the 
average man, when this hour comes, 
will have much less to regret than he ex- 
pects. We shall understand then that 
we have been in reality quite satisfied 
with life inside our Own obvious Hmi- 
tations; the souls of which we had need, 
and the stars, were too far off; to the 
preachers of ambition who pointed up- 
wards with vague, indiscriminate mag- 
nificance, it would have been well to say 
friend’s baby daughter 
to him when he detained her on 
the starcase to remonstrate about an 
illicit expedition on which she was tbent:

If Committee Acts City Council 
May Meet 


NEED OF A PUMP IS URGENT 


Water Board and the Special Com- 
mittee Will Meet Wednesday 
Afternoen, When a Decision 
Will Probably Be Reach- 
ed About New Pump. 


If the water board and the special 
council] committee decide upon the pur- 
chase of a pump at the meeting Wed- 
nesday afternoon, Mayor Joyner may 
call council] together the next day for 
the purpose of closing the contract 
with whatever company it is made. 

Mayor Joyner has stated that he be- 
lieved the pump for the Hemphill sta- 
tion should be bought as soon as pos- 
sible, since the engineer has said that 
the breaking of the large pump might 
leave the city witheut an adequate 
water supply for either fire or domes- 
tic pressure. | 

Those who voted for e further delay 
last weex used the argument that as 
counci] could not meet again until the 
first Monday in August there wag no 
need in making the contract for the 
pump now. 

The mayor could easily have a called 
session of council on Thursday ana the 
aldermanic board could meet imme- 
diately afterwards, it is said, so that 
the contract for the pump could be 
closed this week and the order for the 
pump sent at once to the factory. 

As it requires sixteen months to get 
the pump installed after it is ordered, 
and three months have already elapsed 
Since the water board and the com- 
mittee first took up the matter, it is 
believed that’ no more time should be 
wasted, and taking this view of the 
situation Mayor Joyner will doubtless 
call council to meet at once {ff the 
matter is disposed of Wednesday after. 
noon. 

Rapid Work on New Main. 

Rapid work is being done on the 
new main from the river to the reser- 
voir ana the pipe is being put under- 
ground as fast as it Is recetved, 

{t is the intention of the water 
bourd to lay the entire length ofpipe, 
although it can be used when it 
reaches the top of asey’s Hill, as the 
water will flow from that point to the 
reservoir by gravitation. 

When the main is laid and the new 
pump installed at Hemphill station, 
there will be no immediate danger of 
another water shortage. There will 
then be time for the completion of the 
new reservoir, which work is to be 
pushed as rapidly as possible. and 
when that is ready for use Atlanta’s 


waterworks system will be on a safe 
basis. 


TALK TONIGHT 
BY DEAN SOULE 


President of Agricultural Col- 
lege Will Address the 
Legislators. 


A. M. Soule, 
agricultural

college, to be 
University of Geor- 
gia, at Athens, will address a joint 
seSsion of the general assembly in the 
hall of the house of representatives this 
evening at 8:30 o’clock. At this time 
he will. introduce the novel departure 
of Whustrating his lecture with colored 
stereopticon slides. 

Saturday morning he was in the choak 
room of the house meeting 4a nmumber 
of the representatives and the subject 
fell to that of cattle raising. 

“We are making great experiments in 
that direction up at the experiment sta- 
tion at Blacksburg, which is a federal 
station, and where I am leaving to come 
to the new agricultural school in Geor- 
gia,’ said Dean Soule, “and I hope ta 
introduce this subject in Georgia. Our 
experiments haye been most successtul 
and we hope to have equal results in this 
state. 

‘During the season just past we ex- 
perimented with that excellent cattle 
feed, cotton-seed meal, and have found 
that it is the greatest fat producer we 
have yet hit upon. 

“By actual test we have found that 
a ton ofao tton-seed meal fed to cattle 
will produce 500 pounds of increased 
weight. This is the highest test any 
of the cattle feeds made. An experiment 
which I am anxious to test in Georgia 
ig that of feeding cotton-seed meal to 
hogs, Of course this meal cannot be fed 
‘e. chem straight. out, but it can be 
mixed with other feeds, and I believe 
will prove one of the best feed stuffs 
we can possibly get hold of. 

“In my lectures on agricultural topics 
I always show slides and charts, giving 
an aceurate idea of the value of this 
meal ag a food stuff. Georgia has never 
gone into the matter of cattle raising 
deeply, but we hope to arouse the inter- 
est in this business by experiments at 
our agricultural college. 

“Georgia should be a good state for 
this purpose and I believe experiments 
will prove it so.”

Memphis Commercial-Appeal Gives 
Summary of Crop Conditions 
Throughout the Cotton Belt. 
Piant Often Small, but 
Kverywhere Healthy. 


Memphis, Tenn., July 21.—-The Com- 
mercial-Appeal’ will print tomorrow 
the following sunwmary of crop con- 
ditions prevailing throughout the cot- 
ton belt during the past week, made 
up from the reports of their special 
correspondents: 

“Hot, dry weather prevailed 
central cotton belts; rain fell 
eastern sections and showers 
ihe west. ' Everywhere cotton 
rapid growth and is now generally in 
a heavy, healthy and growing condi- 
tion. Cultivation 
those sections where laying-by 
begun the crop is being finished 
an unusually clean sate. The plant 
is forming squares and in some parts 
of the belt bolls are well 
and all the fruit made is being wel: 
held. It is noteworthy, however, that 
over the entire central and eastern 
belt fruiting is later than usual, since 
the larger part of this section has 
just now begun to bloom ,freely. 

“The plant is often small, but is 
everywhere healthy, and the actual 
growth during the week under review 
has not been equaled during any other 
week of the season. The sentiment is 
everywhere more hopeful and with 
favorable conditions in the future the 
prospects are considered some better 
than at one time seemed possible. 

“Boll weevils have appeared in south- 
ern Arkansas and some new sections. 
Its numbers increased during the hot 
weather and plenty of complaints of 
damage are heard from Louisiana.”

ASLEEP ON RAILWAY BRIDGE 


Charlies Crooms, a Mill Operative, 
Was Killed by M., D. & 8S. Train 
on Railway Bridge Over the 
Oemuligee—Man Was Ap- 
parently -isleep.

Macon, Ga., July 
Charles Crooms, an operative in the Bibb 
cotton mills, in East Beacon. was in- 
Stantly killed at 10:30 o'clock on the 
Macon, Dublin and Savannah railway 
bridge, which spans the Ocmutgee river 
here. He was run down by engine No. 
102 of the incoming passenger, which 
was in charge of Engineer Reeves. The 
man was seen seated on the guard rai! 
of the bridge when the train had slow- 
ed down, but it was too late to stop. 
Only two car lengths ahead Crooms was 
seated, apparently asleep, and when the 
beam end on the pilot struck his head 
the skull was crushed so that life was 
extinct within a brief moment. 

The body was not knocked from the 
bridge, nor was it mangled. He fell 
lifeless alongside the rail, ana when the 
train Was stopped the body was taken 
up and carried to an undertaker’s: estab- 
lishment, where Coroner Young made an 
investigation.

‘he tour has only just begun a few 
days ago, but [I have already traveled 
on the.cars and by private conveyance 
over Many miles of territory in the 
counties of Robeson, Bladen, Scotland, 
Cumberland, Johnson and Wilson. 
To express it only mildiy, I was sur- 
prized and delighted to note the general 
air of prosperity, the well-tilled farms, 
fat, sleek live stock and the evidently 
well-fed, vigorous and hearty yeomanry 
of the old North State. and their hand- 
some sons ang daughters. I have al- 
ready tasted of the hospitality of more 
than one farmer, and can bear testi- 
mony to its genuineness, heartiness and 
abundance. During my tour of four 
weeks I expect to fatten up to my 
original 170 pounds, if not overworked. 

It is a matter of personal gratifica- 
tion to meet with so many farmers 
who take The Constitution, and who 
appreciate the Farms and Farmers’ 
department. I forbear repeating any of 
the complimentary things said to me 
by many of the farmers whom I have 
already met, lest I be charged with 
vanity and egotism. But I will say 
that in talking face to face with 
farmers and in riding along the way 
with eyes alert to every observable de- 
tail, I was impressed with evidences 
that so many of the teachings of the 
Farmers’ department of this paper 
have been adopted and put into prac- 
tical operation. A dozen on more farm- 
ers in one day have introduced them- 
selves to this writer with the added 
remark, “I have been reading The At- 
lanta Constitution for many years, and 
have been very greatly helped by your 
department.” Is it vanity to modestly 
refer to these evidences and assur- 
ances of appreciation. If it is, then 
[ confess myself guilty, and beg 
pardon. 

In casting about for the causes and 
agencies that have brought about this 
improved and still progressing condi- 
tion of our southern agriculture, I do 
not hesitate to credit the larger part 
of the active, operating cause to the 
work of the experiment stations 
which have now been in operation 
from eighteen to twenty years (and 
more). I would stultify mvself and 
do injustice to others of the agricul- 
tural journals and agricultural] depart- 
ments of newspapers were I to with- 
hold from them due praise for a large 
participation in the causative agencies 
that have been operating and are stil] 
actively engaged in the work of im - 
provement and progress. But the jour- 
n@lis have mainly contributed by car- 
rying to the farmers the information 
originated by the experiment stations 
the agricultural department at 
Washington, D. C. The stations have 
gone to the root of the questions that 
have to do with better farming meth- 
ods. They are the fountain heads of 
the streams of truth that are fructifv- 
the minds and encouraging the 
faculties of the farmers of the coun- 
trv. 

Of course, there are exceptions to be 
found in every county, if not tn every 
community, that mar to some extent the 
otherwise fair picture of improvement 
and (progress. Here and there are to be 
found a_ few old ‘‘gum logs” in the 
stream who will neither swim on the sur- 
face nor. entirely sink out of sight. They 


‘do not read station bulletins, nor agri- 


eultural journals, nor books of any sort. 
Some of these think, or pretend to think, 
that they “know it all,” because thev 
were born on a farm, have worked all 
their lives on a farm. By the way, how 
to reach and wake up this small class 
of our rural population is a hard: prob- 
lem. As a rule, they are inaccessible, 
because they do not read and are indif- 
ferent to farmers’ meetings. I can write 
painly with fear of offending these peo- 
ple because they will not read what mav 
be written. “Let us pray” for them, 
farmers, and wait patiently until they 
go to the good world, while in the mean- 
while we try to reach and develop the 
Younger and more plastic minds of their 
children. 

By the way, and in conclusion, the crops 
in the counties already named are in 
fine condition. The corn is especially 
promising. Cotton is clean and vigor- 
ous and growing rapidly, but it is too 
late to make a full crop. Farmers are 
not counting on more than two-thrids 
to three-fourths of a full yield. I doubt 
if a 10,000,000-bale crop will be harvest- 
ed next fall. and believe the price may 


zo to 15 cents a pound.

AN OPEN FURROW OAT DRILI. 
©. A. Spencer, Marietta, Ga.—I have 
an old, wornout farm which I am try- 
ing to reclaim by your method of sowing 
oats and pease ‘and can see a marked 
émprovement in the condition of tive 
soil during the past two years. All I 
know about farming I have learned dur- 
ing the past two years and I wish to 
give you the credit for putting me on 
the right track and keeping me there, 
through your page in The Constitution 
and through the bulletins published by 
the experiment station, of which you 
were so long director. My mission In 
writing you is to suggest that you might 
possibly induce some implement manu- 
facturer to get out a drill whereby five 
or six rows of oats could be sowed by 
open furrow system at one time. It 
seems to me that a combination wheat 
ard oat drill would be feasible. every 
alternate spout to be removed when be- 
ing used for oats and a shovel tH be at- 
tached to open the furrows. I fee] sure 
this idea could be worked out success- 
fully and it would seem that there would 
be‘ a ready sale for a combination im- 
plement of this kind. One row at a 
time is too slow for these up-to-date

M. Kimbrough, Experiment, Ga., and @&k 
him to give you the rame and address, 
and also his opinion of the drill. I do 
not know whether or not the company 
will put them on the market this season.

GOATS, SASSAFRAS AND PERSIMMON. 


A: J. Biggers, Calhoun County, Arkansas.— 
I see an invitation in your paper to any one 
who knows a successful method for killlag 
sassafras and persimmon sprouts. To not hold 
their peace. I can give an infallible rule. 
Goats are the remedy. Fence your lanl 
with a straight fence, either rails, plank oF 
wire, reasonably high; then have a barbe . 
wire on the top. Any bushes they can reac”? 
the top of they will kill in two years. When 
they are high they ould bo cut down s8J 
they can eat the tops. I speak from exp¢ri- 
ence. They killed them for me—roots ail 
all—in two years. They kill briars ,tov. 

Comment.—The goat treatment may hard'y 
pe considered a remedy for, or method <f 
destroying sassafras and persimmon. Most 
farmers want a remedy that is immediate y 
available, and would not care to try a suf- 
ficient number of goats, or take time to raise 


them for the purpose.

Answer: I am by no means an enthusiast 
on the subject of growing a fall crop of Irish 
potatoes. They sometimes succeed, and then 
again they don’t. the misses being rather 
oftener than the hits. The most reliable way 
is to use seed potatoes that have been kept! 
over from the previous fall crop. There are: 
two vvarieties that seem specially suited for 
the purpose, viz, the Lookout Mountain and 
the Bliss Triumph. 

I have had poor success in bedding and 
sprouting the smaller potatoes for the spring 
crop. My practice was to save the small 
tubers when digging for daily use, spreadinz) 
them in the shade (under the house) until 
showing signs of vegetating, then bed them 
like sweet potatoes in the shade, barely cov- 
ering them.with some moist, firm sofl, and 
straw or leaves. Plant as they commence to 
sprout and when there is a good season on 
the ground. or when you can tirrizgate them. 
along the last of July, until August 15 or 
later. Moisture and cool weather are what 
the crop needs, and does not often get in’ 
September and Octobhber. Do not recognize 
the variety you attempt to describe. 1

Answer—Your description of the symptoms 
manifested in your cow is not very satisfac- 
tory, but so far as it goes it leads me to sut- 
pect that she has tuberculosis, or consum>- 
tion. Falling off in flesh and milk,a st#-- 
ing coat and hidebound are well-marked 
symptoms of that dread disease. ‘*Hid:- 
bound”’ is not itself a disease, but merely a 
symptom which may attend any one of sev 
eral diseases. But the loss of flesh and fatl- 
ing off in milk—the animal having god 
pasture and other feed—are very suspicious, I 
advise you not to use the milk unless broug”’ 
to a boiling temperature (not quite boiline) 
for ten minutes. In the mean time have her 
tested be a competent veterinary surgeols 
with th tuberculine test. There is no cure 
fo rbovine tuberculosis.
